Y the firft Septenary of the Centenary of the 

i Bills of Mortality for the City of 'Drefden, 

from the Year 1616 to Anno 16x4, it appears, that 
there died in that Ele&oral Capital -5136 Perfons ; 
and in the laft Septenary of the laid Centenary, 
from Anno 1709 to 1717, 8836. 

And by the firft Septenary of the fame Centenary 
of the Bills of Mortality of the Imperial City ofAugs- 
burgb y from the Year 1616 to Anno 16x4, it appears 
that there died in that City 11371 ; and in the laft 
Septenary, from 1709 to Anno 17 17, only 6297 j 
whereby is evinc'd the greatViciflitudes of fublunary 
Affairs, in the vaft Difparity between the aforefaid 
Cities ; for as the former has increafed near two 
Thirds in the Number of its Inhabitants, fo hath the 
latter decreafed near one Half in the faid Space of 
Time.
